Subject; — Extension of time limit for fulfilment of counter export obligations 
under the Tndo-Afqhan Trade Arrangement. 1974-76 and Imoort of 
Fresh fruit from Afghanistan for the period 1-4-75 to 31-3-1976. 

No. 94-irO(PN)/75.—Attention of the trade Is invited to the Ministry of 
Commerce Pubhc Notice No. 65-ITC(PN)/75. dated the 25th June, 1B75 in terms 
of which the last date for fulfilment of counter export obligation for the limited 
purpose of counter balancing imports that have already been effected from 
Afghanistan upto 28th February, 1975 was extended upto 31st August, 1975. 

2. In view of the dlflicultles experienced by the trade, it has been decided to 
extend the last date for fulfilment of counter export obligation in the required 
proportion from 31st August, 1975 to 31st December, 1975. 

3. In view of the above extension, it may be noted that tbe stipulation contained 
in Paragraph ,6 of the F'ublic Notice No. 91-ITC(PN)/75, dated 6th Septerrtber, 1975 
stands amended to the extent that no CCPs will be issued or CCPs already issued 
revalidated after 31st December, 1975 to those importers who fail to discharge by 
that date their export obligation in full and In the prescribed proportion ae 
between Schedules B-T and B-II items in respect of imnorts made by them during 

Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement period March, 1974—February, 1975, 
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4. In regard to paragraph 22 of the Public Notice No, 91-ITC(PN)/75 dated i 
ffeiitember, 1975, regardl^ documents which wiU constitute documonlary evidcr 
In support of exports, it is hereby brought to the noticp of the trade that in futu 
Bills of leading will also have to bo produced as final evidence of countcr-balanc 
exports. 

5. In the case of counter-balancing exports in respect of the 1974-7,5 period, ! 
Shipping Bills duly certified by the customs and invoices duly certified by 1 
customs Indicating value and other details of products actually exported shoi 
be produced by list December, 197.5. In addition to this, Bills of Lading in respect 
these actual exports should be produced not later than 31-1-1976. Failure to do so \ 
be treated as default and consequential action will be taken against defaulting parties 

6. Further CCPs to be l.ssued on completion of 80 per cent export obllgati( 
allowed under paragraph 14 of the Public Notice No. 91-ITC(PN)/75, dated f 
September, 1975, will be issued only on production of required documents of exp 
along-with Bills of Lading. 

7. All other terms and conditions as stipulated In Public Notice No. 91-11 
(PN)/j 75, dated fl-9-75 will apply in respect of import of fresh fruit from Afghan 
tan for the perlocj 1-4-1975 to 31-3-1976,
